The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and-as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, now rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘Journal,’ as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects,* as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Hungary.—-The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. Esme Howard, C.V.O., C.M.G.) on 
the trade of Hungary in 1905-9, which will shortly be issued :-— 

The imports of textiles, both cotton and woollen, seem to be falling 
off, owing to increasing home production. Generally it is only the 
more expensive classes of British goods that can find a market in 
Hungary. From the Hungarian trade returns, it appears that 
imports from the United Kingdom are decreasing in nearly all » 
classes of goods. The only imports of a greater value than 10,0002. 
in which there was an increase in 1908 were coke, sulphate of copper, 
wool, half-silk wares, grass seeds, straw ribbons and raw copper ; 
for these it would seem that there is an increasing demand. Among 
the minor imports there seems to be an increasing demand for raw

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skins, rum and arrac, vegetable fibre for weaving, hats, varnish and 
paints. 

For the rest, the list given last year of British goods which find 
a market in Hungary (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 29th 
April, 1909, p. 207) still holds good, viz., agricultural machinery, 
engineering specialities, parts of machines, motor-cars, tools and 
instruments (scientific, surgical, dental, optical, photographic) sew- 
ing machines, high class paper and stationery, men’s hats and 
haberdashery, umbrellas and walking sticks, groceries (especially 
jam, tea, whisky, biscuits), all kinds of sporting articles for outdoor 
games, rubber goods (shoes, &c.), fancy articles in silver and 
generally, sanitary earthenware, varnish, pharmaceutical wares and 
perfumery, typewriting machines, articles for writing, silk tissues, 
woollen tissues, cotton tissues. 

It is of course difficult for goods below a certain standard of 
quality to compete with the cheap local and Austrian products. 

The difficulty of finding agents in Hungary was one which 
formerly caused some trouble to foreign firms. ‘This has now been 
practically obviated by the formation last year of a responsible com- 
mittee composed of delegates of the principal industrial and com- 
mercial associations of the country (see “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 25th November, 1909, p. 381). ‘The aim of this committee is to 
encourage direct trade relations between Hungary and foreign 
exporters, and the committee undertake to recommend to the 
foreign Consulates or to private enquirers the names of respectable 
agents in any branch of business. 

° * . . 

Austria-Hungary, Bosnia-Herzegovina.—The following information 
is from the report by H.M. Consul at Sarajevo (Mr. F. G. Freeman) 
on the trade of Bosnia-Herzegovina and Dalmatia in 1909, which 
will shortly be issued :— 

Among the goods of British origin sold in Bosnia-Herzegovina 
may be mentioned mustard, tea, table sauce, rubber heel plates, 
tennis balls and rackets, stationery, cloth, thread, bowler hats, 
neckties, handkerchiefs, perfumery, pharmaceutical preparations, 
drugs, camera stands, photographic plates, chemicals, All these, 
however, are imported in very small quantities. It is to be noted, 
moreover, that with the exception of a very few small consignments 
of stationery, jams, and table delicacies, which some dealers declare 
that they obtain direct from the United Kingdom, all are ordered 
through merchants at Vienna, who, in this respect, act as dis- 
tributing agents for the whole of Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

There are undoubtedly other British goods which could well bear 
the Austrian duties and find a market in these provinces. Cotton 
yarns, for example, especially those of Indian origin, might, it is 
stated, be disposed of in considerable quantities. Jute and jute 
manufactures could without difficulty meet the competition of the 
Austrian combines. ; 

Scotch herrings enter Bosnia- Herzegovina in small consignments. 
The trade has hitherto been in the hands of Trieste dealers. J'rom 
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15 to 20 wagon-loads of the cheaper sorts might be disposed of 
annually; the establishment of direct relations with the sources of 
supply, with transport say vid Metkovic, would have the effect of 
reducing the prices and thus increasing the demand. Coke is 
required in fairly large quantities for smelting purposes. A large 
proportion comes from Newcastle-on-'l'yne, the rest being obtained 
from the Westphalian coal district. British coke, however, being 
both better and cheaper, should eventually capture the market. It 
cannot be too often repeated that quotations should be in metric 
tons, with prices inclusive of freight to Trieste and import duty. 
Credit conditions are stated to be none of the best at present; a 
succession of bad harvests has tended to hinder the growth and 
diffusion of wealth. British merchants should therefore be very 
circumspect in their choice of representatives in Bosnia-Herze- 
govina, especially as dealers there are wont to ask for fairly long 
credit. 
* * . * 

Hayti—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul-General at Port-au-Prince (Mr. A. P. Murray) on 
the trade of Hayti in 19¢9, which will shortly be issued :— 

At the beginning of 1909 there was general expectation of a 
revival of trade, and of reforms in the public services. The 
premium on gold had fallen from 700 to 400 per cent. and it was 
expected that it would fall still further during the year as con- 
fidence became re-established. The Government were at the 
beginning of the year in considerable difficulties to find money 
for current expenses, as the former Government had left the 
Treasury empty, but it was thought that, with the support of the 
mercantile community, these difficulties would be only temporary, 
and that so soen as the revenue began to come in all would go 
well. Unfortunately these hopes were not realised. 

It is impossible as yet to state exactly the changes which took 
place in 1909 in the financial and economic situation of Hayti, 
as no statistics and no official report have been published. As to 
the commercial situation, there is no improvement to report ; 
business gets duller and duller, and the coffee crop of 1908-9 gave 
only an indifferent yield. In all parts of the Republic an enormous 
crop of coffee was expected for the season 1909-10, and it was 
hoped that this would put life into business in general, but 
unfortunately these expectations were not realised as, in con- 
sequence of continuous bad weather and heavy rains, floods and 
cyclones, coffee came in very slowly and only in very small 
quantities up to the end of 1909. 

Hardly anything is exported from Hayti to the United Kingdom. 
In 1909 the import trade in Hayti was little or no better than 
in the two preceding years. This was due partly to the un- 
certainty as to the rate of exchange, partly to the surtax super- 
imposed on the already high import duties, and partly to the 
increasing poverty of the people. The textile trade suffered 
especially from these causes, as the principal buyers of textile 
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fabrics are the peasants, who suffer most from the hard times. 
British imports were also kept down by the increased success of 
American competition. 

There are no openings for the expansion of British trade in 
Hayti at the present time, nor are there likely to be in the near 
future. It is waste of money to send illustrated price lists of gold 
and silversmiths’ wares, jewellery, motor cars, cinematographs, 
machinery, laundry machines, athletic goods, games, wines, photo- 
graphic and other expensive goods. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Port-au-Prince complained during 
the year 1909 of several administrative orders which they con- 
sidered prejudicial to trade. Formerly merchants were allowed to 
clear the goods consigned to them on presentation of the invoice 
and payment of the estimated duty plus 10 per cent. as a deposit 
until the exact amount could be calculated. In January, 1909, 
however, the Minister of Finance put a stop to this arrangement, 
which had led to considerable frauds on the Customs, and ordered 
the usual formalities to be carried out in every case before the goods 
were passed. The Chamber of Commerce complained that the 
delay caused thereby would cause !oss to perishable goods, but the 
Minister of Finance pointed out that the time within which the 
formalities had to be completed was strictly limited by law.

Santo Domingo.—The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Vice-Consul at Santo Domingo (Mr. E. M. de Garston) 
on th, trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be 
issued : — 

The principal imports from the United Kingdom into Santo 
Domingo are cotton textiles, the trade in which is mostly carried 
on by Syrian houses, and machinery and ironmongery. There 
should be considerable business possible in provisions, such as ham, 
flour, tinned vegetables of all sorts, canned fruits, butter, lard, and 
tinned meats and fish. Any firms attempting to introduce British 
goods would have to procure the services of a competent traveller 
conversant with Spanish and familiar with the business conditions 
of these parts. No business of a satisfactory nature can result 
from the simple sending of catalogues and price lists in English to 
local tradesmen whose names have been obtained through direc- 
tories or by application to Consular officers. It is of course, a great 
handicap for British firms that there are no British commission 
houses, nor, so far as the Vice-Consul is aware, any British trades- 
men whatsoever in Santo Domingo, whereas there are many 
German, French, Italian, and other foreign firms of good standing 
who, of course, prefer goods from their own countries. 

Foreign competitors have the immense advantage over their 
British rivals of direct steam communication with their 
respective countries by boats under their own flag, and this in 
itself gives them a marked preference, not to speak of the still 
further advantage which they enjoy through having fellow- 
countrymen of good standing established in business in all 
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the principal centres. The laws of Santo Domingo place no 
difficulties in the way of trade, neither do any local practices inter- 
fere in any way with the free exercise of commercial pursuits. The 
importation of arms and ammunition is, however, prohibited. 

* « * . 

Santo Domingo, Puerto Plata.—The following information is from 
the report by the British Vice-Consul at Puerto Plata (Mr. C, 
Loinaz) on the trade of that district in 1909, which will shortly 
be issued :— 

There was no improvement in 1909 in the business situation, 
and though production in this part of the country is steadily 
increasing, much uneasiness has been and is still being felt in 
commercial circles on account of the ruthless competition carried 
on in nearly every line of business, and the very unsound 
conditions which prevail in the export trade. A number of 
prudent and conservative firms hold their own, however, in spite 
of adverse circumstances. 

Foreign competition is gaining ground in the trade of this 
province as well as of the rest of the country; the United States 
and Germany, which get about equal shares, command a greater 
part of the trade by reason of the facilities afforded for the purchase 
of goods, for advances on produce, and for banking operations 
by the system of credit established by American and German 
commission houses. As regards the Customs, a strict observance 
of the letter of the law is necessary to avoid fines and confiscations 
for what might appear unimportant irregularities.

Santo Domingo, San Pedro de Macoris.—The following informa- 
tion is from the report by the British Vice-Consul at San Pedro 
de Macoris (Mr. Cumoder) on the trade of that district in 1909, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

In most articles of import the United Kingdom finds a strong 
competitor in the United States. While prints and drills came in 
former years almost exclusively from the United Kingdom, the 
Macoris merchants incline more and more to take up the cheaper 
goods manufactured in the United States. As most of the sugar 
estates are under American management or dependent on American 
influence, it is quite natural that preference is given, in such 
articles as railway material, zinc, paint, and coal, to goods of 
American origin ; nevertheless, sugar machinery has been ordered 
to a considerable extent from the United Kingdom. ‘The articles 
imported from Germany consist mainly of rice, matches, crockery, 
cottons, earthenware, glassware, toys, beer, potatoes, paper and 
vinegar ; while France sends wine, brandy, oil, and perfumes. 

Since the convention of 1906 the United States have been keen 
competitors in every line of trade, and the liberality of their 
merchants, the shorter distance, and the speedier execution of the 
orders, together with the fact that banking business is done almost 
entirely through New York, all tend to give the United States the 


supremacy in Dominican trade.

Brazil— The British Acting Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro 
(Mr. E. Hambloch) draws attention to the necessity for British 
firms, in advertising their goods in Brazil, to use the Portuguese 
language, not the Spanish as is sometimes done. Catalogues and 
advertising literature in Spanish are ignored.

Brazil, Pernambuco.—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Pernambuco (Mr. C. L. M. Pearson) 
on thetrade of that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Letters are constantly received asking for the names of local 
firms with a view to offering them agencies. ‘lhe number of 
representative firms who are agents is limited, and as a rule they 
already represent first-class firms in the particular lines they 
wish to develop. The chief imports, such as machinery, Manchester 
goods, cutlery, ironware, leather goods, linen and whisky, are in the 
hands of resident agents of well-known British and other European 
or American firms. ‘Travellers who can provide nearly everything 
required make regular calls once or twice a year. Little, as a rule, 
can be done by correspondence, even if written in Portuguese, and 
the best means of opening up new trade is to instruct and furnish 
with samples a traveller who already visits Brazil and understands 
the people, and, what is most important, who speaks the language 
fluently. Practically there is little to be done without a capable 
traveller or a representative agent on the spot.

China—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Chinkiang (Mr. G. D. Pitzipios) on the trade of 
that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

Much time and postage is wasted by British firms in sending 
trade enquiries to the smaller ports. Representation at the large 
trade centres—Hongkong, Shanghai, Hankow, and Tientsin— 
should cover the China trade, as all these centres keep in regular 
touch with the smaller ports (‘“‘outports”) in their respective 
territories, and one agent can easily run business at his “ outports ” 
from the centre. This applies especially to Chinkiang, distant 
only 150 miles by rail from Shanghai. 





HARBOUR WORKS IN COREA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. H. A. C. Bonar) has furnished 
the following particulars relating to harbour works in Corea. The 
works are under the jurisdiction of the Engineering Works Bureau 
of the Finance Department of Corea :— 

Of a total estimated expenditure of 4,900,830 yen (500,000/.), 
the works at Fusan account for 1,441,808 yen (147,0001.), those at 
Chinnampo for 1,143,482 yen (117,000/.), and those at Chemulpo 
for 946,287 yen (96,000/.}. Smaller amounts are being spent on 
Gensan (Wonsan), Seishin (Chung-jin), Mokpo, Kunsan, Joshin 
(Songchin), Shingishu (Shinwiju) and Masampo. All of these 
ports are, practically, open to foreign trade. 

The works at Fusan were commenced in July, 1906. Two hills 
lying between Fusan and its suburb Soryo (Choyang) are being

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cleared away, and the earth used in reclaiming the foreshore. At 
the same time the Customs authorities are building a pier 960 feet 
long to connect with Fusan station. Behind the pier a break- 
water is to be built. The space between will then be filled in to 
form a quay along which railway lines will run, and at which two 
ships of from 3,000 to 4,000 tons will be able to moor at the same 
time. Between the foot of the pier and the moorage for coasting 
vessels a landing place 430 ken (about 850 yards) in length is 
being built. When it is finished it is claimed that from 50 to 60 
lighters will be able to engage simultaneously in their work. All 
these works are expected to be completed in another two years. 
There is a further scheme to reclaim the corner of the bay at the 
Fusanchin end, and to make a huge depot for the railway there. A 
company has been formed, under the name of the “ Fusan Maichiku 
Kaisha” (Fusan Reclamation Company) with a concession from 
the Japanese Government for the purpose, butno work has been done. 

Preparations were made last year for the improvements to be 
carried out at Chinnampo. Among the proposed works is the con- 
struction of a small dock between the settlement of Chinnampo and 
the small island of Hi-ha (Pi-pal) which lies parallel to it. The 
dock would not be of sufficient size to accommodate large steamers, 
but would be large enough to deal with the boats trading to Corea. 
Navigation at the mouth of the River Tai-do (Taidong) is being 
rendered safer by the construction of light-houses and by the 
placing of buoys. Chinnampo derives its importance from being 
the port of Pingyang. A railway is now being built between the 
two places which will, it is hoped, make Pingyang the distributing 
centre of north-west Corea. The works at Chinnampo are to be 
completed by 1913. 

At Chemulpo, the principal port of Corea for foreign trade, exten- 
sive reclamation works are nearly completed. An iron pier is 
being constructed at the seaward end of the reclamation, alongside 
which vessels will be able to moor even at low tide. Rails will be 
run from Chemulpo station to this point. Dredgers are being used 
in the channel, but have not so far much improved it. ‘The great 
rise and fall of the tide at Chemulpo is a serious obstacle to 
improvement of the harbour accommodation. At present boats of 
over 1,000 tons have to anchor 3 miles out. 

The works at Gensan (Wonsan) were begun last year, and are 
expected to be completed this year. A breakwater 150 ken (300 
yards) long has been constructed, and 6,500 tsubo (5 acres) of 
land inside this have been reclaimed and a 38-ton crane installed. 
A pier has been built, 50 ken (100 yards) long, capable of 
accommodating one ship drawing 14 or 15 feet of water. Asa 
result, cattle, which form one of the principal exports of the place, 
can be embarked straight on to the boat, without the use of lighters. 
A small river, the Akatagawa, entering the sea between the old 
town of Gensan and the Japanese settlement, tends to silt up the 
harbour. It is proposed to divert this river and bring it into 
its old course north of the town. 

Measures are being taken on a smaller scale to improve the 
harbour accommodation at the other ports mentioned. 
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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Colonial Office, of 
a copy of a Bill which has been introduced into 


En he anemes mn the Newfoundland Legislature forthe encourage- 
f cade ment of woollen manufactures in the Colony and 
esi a its dependencies. 


The Bill provides for the free importation of 
all machinery, except such as can be manufactured in the Colony, 
for use in the manufacture of woollen goods, and the grant of a 
premium upon all raw wool imported for the purpose of manu- 
facturing wearing apparel, blankets, rugs, carpets, or other like 
manufactures—such premium to be computed at the rate of 
5 per cent. upon the original cost of the wool at the place where 
the same shall have been shipped for importation. 

A premium is also proposed upon all wool raised in the 
Colony and used in the manufacture of woollen goods in factories 
or buildings where more than 10 persons are annually employed— 
the premium to be computed at the rate of 5 per cent. upon the 
value of such wool. ‘The value upon which the bounty shall be 
paid is to be fixed from time to time by the Governor-in-Council. 

It is also proposed to empower the Governor-in-Council to enter 
into an agreement for a number of years—not exceeding ten— 
with any person or corporation prepared to engage in the manu- 
facture of woollens in the Colony, and to guarantee, on behalf of 
the Colony, that the above premium shall continue in force for a 
period of 10 years, and that, during that period, the present duty 
payable upon all woollens imported into the Colony shall not be 
reduced. 

The Bill is proposed to be brought into operation on Ist July, 
1910, and to remain in force thereafter for 10 years.

At present, certain adulterated and spurious goods are imported 
which cannot be dealt with under the original Ordinance because 
they bear no trade description, but under the Bil! the description 
in the Customs entry is to be deemed a trade description, and if 
that is false then the goods can be dealt with under the Ordinance.

BELGIAN CONGO. 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge” for the 7th April contains a Belgian 
Royal Decree, dated the 22nd March, providing 
that, from the Ist July next, there shall be 
levied on exported rubber, other than planta- 
tion rubber, collected in the Colony, a tax of 75 centimes per 
kilogramme when the rubber is from trees or lianas, and of 50 
centimes per kilogramme on so-called rubber ‘“ des herbes.” These 
taxes are to be levied in addition to the export duty.

HAYT'I:. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Port-au-Prince (Mr. A. P. Murray) on the trade of 
Hayti in 1909, which will shortly be issued :-— 


During 1909, as in previous years, 75 per cent. of the foreign 
steam vessels which visited Haytian ports 
belonged to the Hamburg-American Steamship 
Company. This and the French ‘‘ Compagnie 
Générale Transatlantique” are the only companies whose ships 
call regularly at all the Haytian ports which are open to foreign 
trade. The ships of the ‘‘ Compagnie Générale Transatlantique ” 
call at the northern Haytian ports on their monthly voyages from 
Havre to Port-au-Prince and back, and their local steamer visits 
the southern ports on her way from St. Thomas to Port-au-Prince 
and back every month. The Dutch West India Royal Mail vessels 
call at the southern ports on their way from Amsterdam to New 
York and back every alternate week. No other steamships visited 
Haytian ports during 1909, except one British steamer which 
called at Gonaives for cargo, and a Norwegian steamer which was 
chartered by the Hamburg-American Steamship Company to 
bring the mails to Port-au-Prince when one of its own ships 
broke down. 

Small sailing boats carry passengers and cargo coastwise and to 
Cuba. There are no mercantile steamships under the Haytian flag, 
although the coasting trade is confined by law to vessels under it. 


Sea

A foreign sailing vessel is not even allowed to bring cargo for 
more than one Haytian port. It would be very difficult for other 
steamship companies to wrest any portion of the Haytian carrying 
trade from the German, Dutch and French lines which now divide 
it between them, as the getting of cargo depends entirely on local 
agents at the coast ports, and it would be almost impossible for a 
newly appointed agent to compete with those of the above- 
mentioned companies, even were he to adopt the system practised 
in Hayti of giving loans on the value of cargo shipped. 


For years the harbour of Port-au-Prince has been gradually silting 

up, and large vessels now have to lie some way 
reenqullb-treen ak At the same time the wooden piers have 
EUS. toe rotting until they are now unsafe, and a 
considerable part of them has fallen to pieces. 

The construction of a wharf at Port-au-Prince will considerably 
facilitate the embarking and discharge of cargo, which at present 
has to be shipped from or discharged on to a crazy pier to or from 
lighters. In 1909 a concession was granted to an American com- 
pany for the construction of a concrete quay, alongside which ships 
of the size which usually visit the port, about 5,000 tons, would be 
able to load and discharge. Work has been commenced, and the 
first pile was driven during the first week of 1910.

in opposition to the Dutch coal mines. 

The Syndicate is represented in the Netherlands by the Coal 
Trade Association (‘‘ Steenkolenhandels Vereeniging”). The 
Dutch wholesale merchants who are members of the Association 
are forbidden to deal in Dutch coal, or even to mention it in their 
price lists, under penalty of forfeiting the right to purchase from 
the Syndicate carbonaceous coal, which is used in various Dutch 
industries but is not produced in the Netherlands. The Association 
made, it is stated, an offer to sell Dutch coal themselves, but the 
offer was declined, and their action now is directed to bringing the 
production of Dutch coal to a standstill, and thus obtaining almost 
complete control of the Dutch market. So soon as the Emma 
State coal mine and other coal reserves shall become productive, the 
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Dutch coal-mining industry will have far less cause to fear the 
competition of the Westphalian Syndicate.

36,404 bales; Partidos, 6,557 bales; Matanzas, 17 bales; 
Remedios. 30,654 bales ; and Santiago de Cuba, 3,675 bales. In 
the two districts of Semi Vuelta and Puerto Principe there were © 
increases of 4,992 bales and 3,594 bales respectively. 

In 1909 Cuba exported 400,083 bales of leaf tobacco, of the 
total weight of 48,523,312 lbs. The number of cigars exported 
was 181,294,502, as compared with 188,816,784 in 1908. Not- 
withstanding the diminution in number, there was apparently a

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slight increase in value. It is of interest to note that in 1909 the 
factories at Key West and Tampa, Florida, manufactured over 
334,000,000 cigars, mainly from Cuban tobacco. The export of 
cigarettes is unimportant, as those of Cuban make, though 
excellent in quality, are not much in favour abroad. The value of 
tobacco, cigars, &c. exported in 1909 was as follows :—

In 1908 the total value of the exports of tobacco in all forms 
was 6,735,212. 

The tobacco sown for the 1909-10 crop suffered severely in the 
cyclones which occurred in the autumn of 1999. Much damage 
was done to the seed beds in Pinar del Rio, and the destruction of 
the tobacco barns was an even more serious calamity. At that 
time it was considered doubtful whether any crop could be raised 
in that district, but later reports are more hopeful, though it seems 
probable that the crop will fall short of that of previous years. 

The state of the tobacco industry in Cuba has for years caused 
considerable anxiety to planters and merchants, and at their request 
President Gomez, in September, 1909, appointed a Commission to 
make a study of the subject. Their report has now been issued, 
and recommends, among other things, that greater care should be 
exercised by growers to keep up the high quality of Cuban tobacco, 
and to maintain uniformity in the product. 





VENEZUELA. 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Caracas (Mr. H. Tom) has forwarded the 


following particulars relative to the cultivation 
of cacao, and to cattle rearing, in Venezuela :— 

Cacao.—T'wo varieties of cacao are known in 
Venezuela, viz., the indigenous, and that im- 
ported from Trinidad and other parts of the West Indies. The 
most important plantations are those situated between La Guaira 
and Puerto Cabello and in Barlovento(the district near the coast to 
the east of Caracas) at an elevation of some 500 metres (1,635 
feet). There are extensive areas suitable for the cultivation of 
cacao; the plant yields well, and excellent prices have been obtained 
for the product. The industry is undoubtedly capable of much 
development.

Cattle Rearing.— Venezuela possesses an immenise extent of land, 
such as that in the States of Bolivar and Apure, naturally suitable 
for cattle raising. Sheep are bred on a comparatively small scale, 
principally in the Andes and in the State of Zulia, and then for the 
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meat only. They do not produce much wool, and very little or 
none is exported. ‘The Vice-Consul is informed that the skins are 
often thrown away as worthless. Goats are bred in most parts of 
the country, principally for the skins, of which large numbers are 
exported. Goat breeding is the staple industry of the States of 
Falcon and Lara. Salted goat meat is a common article of food in 
the country districts. It would seem that no attempt has been 
made to introduce the Angora goat. 





BRAZIL. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Pernambuco (Mr. C. L. M. Pearson) on the trade of that district in 
1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


Cotton is still the crop second in importance, but it is essentially 
the poor man’s crop. Cotton fields as known in

small farmer, who has little or no capital, in the 
most haphazard manner in conjunction with other crops, such as 
maize, beans and mandioca; when picked it is taken to a central 
ginning station, which often is situated at a considerable distance 
from the grower. Cotton mills are to be found in every State, and 
the demand for the home-made cloths has recently much increased, 
with the result that a smaller proportion of the crop is available for 
export. The output of the local mills is insufficient to meet the 
demand, and considerable quantities of cloth were received in 1909 
from Bahia and the South. In the latter part of the year the price of 
cotton rose considerably ; the mills took advantage of the improved 
conditions, and in many cases failed to complete their orders, 
thus destroying confidence and causing an increase in the orders 
for Manchester goods. ‘The local mills produce very excellent cloth, 
suitable to the climate and local demand, but confine themselves 
chiefly to the lower grades: Manchester still sends the highest class 
of textiles. The factories are generally well provided with modern 
machinery; but expert labour, especially in the spinning and 
weaving branches, is difficult to get, and the want of competent 
and expert management is responsible for the best results being 
rarely obtained. Owing to the low rates of wages, mills are run 
cheaply; good profits are obtained without much effort, and 
without making use of the most modern methods. 

In spite of drought in the northern part of the Pernambuco 
district, the cotton crop showed an increase of over 40,000 bales in 
1909, as compared with the previous year. The crops for the last 
three years were as follows :—

Fertilizers have been tried with satisfactory results, but are not 
in general use. Cotton has so far been grown chiefly on virgin soil 
and in a very primitive way; but with the large tracts of land 
available and with improved and modern agricultural methods, 
cotton should be a very large and valuable asset to the country. 


The British Acting Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. E. 
Hambloch) has forwarded an extract from the 
“ Jornal do Commercio” of 24th March, from 
which it appears that the Minister of Agricul- 
ture has decided to send Senhor I'ortunato 
Camargo to the United States to study the methods of cotton 
cultivation there, and to engage people with practical acquaintance 
with the work to become travelling lecturers in the cotton-growing 
districts of Brazil. The Minister proposes, also, to grant to the 
syndicates and planters cultivating cotton the same assistance as is 
granted to those growing corn. The “ Jornal” further contains a 
petition, addressed to the Minister of Agriculture by merchants of 
the port of Mossoro, praying for the establishment there of a 
demonstration farm in connection with cotton cultivation, which 
has been carried on with success in the north-east of Brazil.

CHINA (MANCHORIA), 


With reference to the notice on p. 150 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 20th January relative to the bean 
Bean Cake Trade. oil and cake industry of Manchuria, H.M. 
Consul at Newchwang (Mr. F. E. Wilkinson) 

has forwarded the following further particulars on the subject :— 
‘The quantity of bean cake shipped from Newchwang last year was 
318,000 tons, and from Dairen 276,000 tons. About 90 per cent. 
of the amount went to Japan, and most of the rest to South China. 
The cake is used as a fertiliser, in Japan for the rice fields and in 
Formosa and South China for the sugar plantations. A small 
quantity was exported in 1909 to the Dutch East Indies also for 
use as a fertiliser, and experimental shipments were made to the 
United Kingdom and Germany. The shipments to the United 
Kingdom were a failure, the cake, which was intended for cattle 
consumption, arriving in a mouldy and broken condition. In the 
case of the consignments to Germany, special precautions were taken 
to dry the cake and to ventilate the holds in which the cargo was 
stored. It is generally believed, however, that this shipment was 
likewise a failure. The opinion of shippers at Newchwang is 
that it is impossible to get bean cake through the tropics to Europe 
in good condition. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


NEW ZEALAND. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 77-8 of the “ Board of Trade 
Trade Journal” of 14th April relative to thé trade of 
Conditions New Zealand, the Imperial Trade Correspondent 
at Dunedin (Mr. W. T. Monkman) reports that 
the exports from the Dominion this year have so far been heavy, 
and prices favourable. The imports, however, maintain the reduced 
level shown in the corresponding period of last year. The margin 
of export over import values will consequently be a large one, and 
a period of financial ease should ensue. Money is already becoming 
more plentiful. 

Large consignments of sheep and lambs having come forward 
owing to the unusually light rainfall, and the consequent fear of 
shortness of feed, there is at present much activity in the local 
market. A considerable quantity of rain, however, has fallen 
recently, and the feed should soon be abundant. 

The Government are embarking on an extensive scheme for the 
irrigation of large areas in the Dunedin district, and its 
execution will provide a water supply for a very large tract of 
Jand suitable for agricultural and pastoral purposes. 





GERMANY. 


H.M. Minister at Dresden has forwarded a translation of an article, 
published in the “‘ Dresdner Anzeiger” of 6th 
April, on the development of the cigarette 
industry in Germany. 

In 1877 the production of cigarettes in Germany amounted to 
1874 millions, of which about 30 per cent. was exported. In 
1908 the production was over 5,500 millions, and was almost 
entirely consumed in Germany itself. About one-half of the 
German output of cigarettes comes from Dresden, where some 
5,300 persons are at the present time employed in the industry. 
Next to Dresden, Berlin is the most important centre of cigarette 
making, about 1,600 persons being engaged in the industry there. 
Two-thirds of the cigarettes manufactured in Germany are sold at 
13 pf. (-18d.) or less apiece.

The Minister of Commerce allotted machinery to the value 
of 800,000 kronen (about 33,000/.) to 66 different factories, and 
allocated 3,382,000 kronen (about 141,000/.) to assist small 
industries, &c.

‘To enable a purchaser in one of the 22 shops belonging to 
this department of the Association to obtain a rebate on his fare, 
he must reside within a radius of 100 miles of Baltimore ; he must 
purchase 10 dols. worth of goods to get a rebate of half his fare, 
and goods to the value of 20 dols. to get his whole fare returned. 
From the beginning of the movement in October to the end of 
December, 1909, 8,928 buyers received a rebate on their fares. 
The merchants express themselves as well satisfied with the result 
of the experiment.
